killed was estimated at close to 200 
and the number of injured at half a 
thousand, with many portions of th« 
afflicted districts to uear from. Moot 
of the dead are negroes. Perhaps a 
dozen white persons were caught in 
falling buildings and cither 
fatally 


injured or so^eriouslv disabled as to 
require medical attention. 


The loss of life was chiefly in the

Rockefeller sent for Mr. Chilcote to 
meet him on a matter uf business con- 
r.eoted with the pipe line. The man 
went to Cincinnati, taking the quick-, 
est' route possible. WJiile there 
hev 


walked to the Rockefeller residence 
and was met on the outside by the 
richest man in the world. John D. 
didn't commence the discussion of 
business at first, but ask~ed Mr. Chii- 
cote if he wouldn't eat something. He 
admitted- that he -would be willing to 
tackle a light lunch, so the magnate 
turned and pointed toward the house, 
saying: 


"You run right down into the base- 


ment and tell Ihem I said for them to 
give you a piece. Then, when you're 
through, we'll talk.''

Cardinal Gibbous, the only American 


member of the college of cardinals, 
struck the keynote when he said re- 
cently in a communication to Arch- 
bishop Farley of New York: 


"This celebration of yours in New 


York ought to be the most momentous 
and 
meTmorable ecclesiastical event 


ever held in the United States, and I 
know that New, York will be equal to 
her opportunity." 


Cardinal Gibbous will arrive from 


Baltimore on Monday following Low 
Sunday, when the commemorative cere- 
monies begin. He will be accompanied 
by many priests and laymen from Bal- 
timore and other parts of Maryland. 
On Tuesday the solemn pontifical mass 
is to be celebrated in St Patrick's ca- 
thedral by Cardinal Logue, archbishop 
of Armagh and primate of all Ireland, 
successor to St. Patrick. 


One hundred years ago New York 


was merely a missionary station of 
Catholicism' governed from Baltimore, 
the cradle'of the church in the United 
States. Pope Pius VII. gave New York 
a bishop in 1SOS. His successor-gave 
the see an archbishop in 1S50 and a 
cardinal in 1S73. The forthcoming 
celebration will be in essential features 
a rejoicing and a jubilee on account of 
the wonderful development of Cathol- 
icism in the diocese during the past 
hundred years. It is now an archdiocese 
with considerably more than a million 
communicants, having grown to 'that 
number from about 10,000 in the year 
1SOS. 
In wealth also the. diocese has 


grown enormously, owning millions of 
dollars' worth of realty, comprising 
churches, chapels, schools, hospitals, 
asylums and other institutions for the 
material and spiritual benefit of the 
people. 


AH the archbishops and bishops in 


the United Stares will gather in Wash- 
ington and proceed in a body to New- 
York to join in the jubilee, which thus 
becomes practically a national event

morning, April 2G, when a mass of 
thanksgiving will be. sung in every 


lathoiic church, chapel, mission, con- 
vent, school and benevolent institu- 
tion throughout the city and the rest 
of the archdiocese.

op found his road a thorny one.

managed, however, to raise money in 
Europe and rtlso-to jind priests there to 
supply his vacant parishes.

Finally, in 183S, a bishop coadjutor 


was appointed in tb'e hope that peace 
might be declared ia'tbe diocese. Two 
years later this - coadjutor, the Hev. 


; John Hughes, became bishop, the pope 
(retiring Bishop:Dubois in the interest 
of harmony. The people again resent- 
ed the failure of Dr. Power to receive 
the coveted promotion. But in Bishop 
Hughes they found a warrior more 
than worthy of their steel. The new 
bishop was a worker and a fighter in 
every fiber of his being. He did not 
recognize defeat In his lexicon there 
•was no such word as faiL ^Opposition 
merely made him more determined and 
aggressive. He was a man of high 
self confidence, with the ability to back 
up his confidence in himself by doing 
things. His predecessor""h'ad had much 
trouble because of the fact that trus- 
tees of church properties resisted his 
rule and did just about as they pleased 
with snch property as they held in 
trust for the church. BishOp" Hughes 
after much hard work secured a papal 
ruling which made the bishop, his 
vicar general, the pastor and two par- 
ish laymen the board of trustees for 
each parish property. From that time 
forward there was no trouble with 
trustees. Bishop Hughes, in fact, sim- 
ply drove all his opponents off the 
field" in defeat 
v 


This bishop found it difficult to keep 


up with "his rapidly growing see. So 
many immigrants poured in from Ire- 
land. Germany and other European 
countries that there wpi-e not enough 
priests to supply the parishes. Bishop 
Hushes engaged agents in various 
parts of America arid Europe to induce 
priests to take up work in the New 
York diocese. Roine of the results of 
this missionary crusade for pastors 
were amusing. There were Catholic 
people from almost every nation and 
Catholic priests of practically every 
tongue. In ti;ne, however, the foreign 
priests came to fit into their new en- 
vironment, ami all went well. The 
bishop proved his prowess as nn organ- 
izer and executive under trying condi- 
tions.

Many Towns in the State. 


STEPS TAKEN BY CITY COUNCIL 


Advocate Specials From Nearby Towns Telling of 


Establishment of Carnegie Libraries. 


What Hay Be Done Here. 


Newark is one of a very few cities 


of its size in the state that cannot 
boast of a public library, supported 
and sustained ,by the 
citizens at 


large. For several years the question 
of a library has been agitated in the 
schools, from the ptflpits and in the 
women's clubs and literary societies. 


At last a public library is in sight. 


A library ordinance has been passed 
and six trustees have been appointed 
by Mayor Atherton. C W. Montgom- 
ery is president of the board of trus- 
tees, and J. M. Maylone is secretary. 


Congressman 
Wm. A. Ashbrook, 


noting the advancing stride along this 
particular line and 
catching from 


the Newark papers the determination 
of the citizens on the public library 
question, opened the donations be- 
fore any of the trustees had been ap- 
pointed, and notified Mayor Herbert 
'Atherton that he would aid the pro- 
jected library in any way possible. 
He offered, 
among other books, a 


complete set of the American Ethnol- 
ogy, consisting of 25 volumes, a set 
of books, which, alone, sells readily 
at $50. 


Other public spirited citizens have 


followed the lead set by Congressman. 
Ashbrook and donations of books and 
money have both been offered, and, 
in each case, accepted with thanks 
Money is, 
however, 
the~ greatest 


present need of the board of trustees, 
and', while various sums" are being of- 
fered privately, the bo~krd will soon 
hold a meeting at which time a 
means of systematic 
canvass for 


funds will be undertaken, or other 
means of raising enough money to 
put the library on its "proper footing. 


Then, may it be possible for New- 


ark to enjoy the advantages of a first 
class public library, at some future 
day owning its .own" library building 
•where young, and old may go for en- 
lightenment and information, and for 


the best amusement there is—reading 
good books. 


In the public schools of the city 


there is an ever growing interest m 
good reading matter, and this inter- 
est is being fostered and cultivated 
by every teacher in the city, many 
schools giving little entertainments, 
bazaars and art fairs, placing the pro^ 
ceeds to th6j credit of their 
library 


fund, until now there is not a school 
in the city that has not the nucleus 
of a small library, at least 


Of particular interest is the growth 


and development of the High school 
library, which now consists of about 
2500 volumes of the'very best works 
of the best authors. Of this number 
many were secured and -added to the 
list from 
the proceeds 
of the art 


bazaar which was held a few month.5 
ago. 
Other books are being added 


daily. 
The library was established 


under Dr. Hartzler. 


A complimentary copy of "The Lib- 


erators," a work by Isaac Stevens,- a 
former Newark man, 
was received 


this week for the HlgH school library, 
by Prof. Otto Williams. Mr. Stevens' 
latest work is making a marked suc- 
cess although only having been out 
but a short time. 


The Ladies' Circulating Library i3 


one of the other features of reading 
circle work that has been,'given at- 
tention here for several years past 
Starting from a parlor organization 
consisting of but a few neighbors, the 
library has grown rapidly until it Is. 
now extending 
to a membership of 


about 50. The library was estab- 
lished about 30 years ago in the par- 
lor of Mrs. George Davidson.

Votes 95.00O a Year to Support 


Zanesville's Fine New $60,OOO 


Library. 


Zanesville, April 25.—The Zanes- 


ville Atheneum (a subscription li- 
brary) was organized 1827, the Buck- 
ingham library (an endowed library) 
In 1844. In 1903 the Buckingham 
library was given to the board of ,ed- 
ucatlon of Zanesville, and in 1904 
the Atheneum and in 1905 were com- 
bined, forming the 
John Mclntire j 


public library. 
! 


The "trustees of John Mclntire's es- 


tate virtually owned the Atheneum 
and gave it to the school board with 
the understanding that It was to be 
called the John Mclntire public li- 
brary. Steps were at once taken to 
secure a Carnegie building which 
has just been completed 
and we 


moved into our new quarters the 23d 
of March. 


The cost of the building was $60,- 


000, of which $50,000 was given by 
Mr. Carnegie. It is supported by city 
taxes, the board of education appro- 
prating $5,000 a year for tbat pur- 
pose. 
They appoint six trustees 


"who have charge of the library. We 
have about 20,000 volumes, 14,000 
from the Atheneum and 4,000 from 
the Buckingham library, and 2,000 
having been added since the organ- 
ization of the John Mclntire public 
library in 1905. 


We have recently had a card cat- 


alogue put in and have adopted the 
Brown chargipg system with which 
we are greatly pleased. 


The librarian has two assistants, 


one having charge of the circulating 
department and the other the child- 
ren's room. 


Our circulation before we moved 


•Was about 5.000 a month, but since 
onr move It has not yet reached that 
point. The building is a little far- 
ther from the main strwt and the 
people have not become used to the 
change.

Mansfield, 
O., April 25.—Mans-

negie library is almost comp'eted and 
will be ready for occupancy 
next 


month, or not later than Jun-> but. 
the association 
is 
occupying the 


quarters in the memorial building 
elected for soldiers and sailors in 
place of a monument as per-the state 
law which allows a library to occupy 
yart of such a building. Thorn are 
at present two boards; six men who 
are appointed by the mayor and the 
M. L. A. board of trustees composed 
of nine women. 
There must be a 


reorganization and adjustment. The 
ownership of books must be decided 
upon and several other matters are 
to be settled before the new building 
is occupied. 


The librarian, Martha Mercer, was 


in New York five years ago and made 
a personal appeal for a new build- 
ing. The city was given $35,000. 
The city furnished the site and must 
furnish not less than $3,500 a year 
for support of the new building. An 
additional offer of $2,000 has been 
made if the means of support is in- 
creased $200 annually. 


The Mansfield library now has 14,- 


000 volumes and last year it circu- 
lated 53,700 books. 


The Carnegie library plan was the 


work of Vernon Redding, who plan- 
ned the new high school building at 
Newark. 


The committee from Newark would 


be welcome here at any time. The 
librarian and the truste«s will bo 
glad to give Newark any assistance 
possible and they all wish Xrwark 
success in establishing a

IN LANCASTER 


Public Library Was Started in 1878 


—It Now Has Quarters In 


City Hall. 


Lancaster,

25.—The 


Lancaster public library was estab- 
lished in 1878. A private subscrip- 
tion of $2,000 was taken and a num- 
ber of volumes donated. The mat- 
ter had been taken up by a number 
of citizens, a committee of whom 
waited upon the city council and ask- 
ed 
for 
an 
appropriation. 
For 


twenty years it -was in a hired room 
and led a precarious existence, but 
m 1898 it was removed to its pres- 
ent beautiful quarters in the new 
city hail. 


The library now'has 9,352 volumes 


beside many unbound 
books 
and 


pamphlets. The reading room is well 
supplied with .Cincinnati, Columbus 
and home papers and all the leading 
magazines and weeklies. 


The Lancaster tax levy is 3-10 of 


a mill on all taxable property, mak- 
ing between $2,000 and $3>,00. But 
the sum is inadequate. A properly 
conducted library has many needs. 
It is an institution well worth a good 
investment.

bought by the city for $40,000.00. 
The building cost $240,000.00, of 
which sum Andrew Carnegie gave 
$200,000.00, and 
the 
city 
$40,- 


000.00, in addition to which the city 
provided $30,000.00 for furnishing 
and equipping. The library is main- 
tained by a levy on the city tax dup- 
licate, whicn levy is incorporated in 
the mayor's budget, approved by the 
city council, and collected as other 
taxes. The library contains approx- 
imately 60,000 volumes. The annual 
appropriation averages about $20,- 
000.00 to cover every item of ex- 
pense incident to the operation of this 
department.

Carnegie to Attorney P E. Pomerene 
of this rity, that he would give Co- 
thocton $15,000 for the erection of a 
library 
There was not the slightest 


condition attached, except that the 
city would provide a suitable site for 
the building and appropriate annual- 
ly for the up-keep of the library a 
sum equal to. ten per cent of his gift 
—that is, in this case, the city appro- 
pi iates each year $1500. 


That was the one and only condi- 


tion, and all that has ever been ask- 
ed of any city so Tar as could i»e as- 
certained by Coshocton at the time of 
the offer of the gift, and thorough 
investigation was made. 
The offer 


came in December, 1902 and a month 
later the council accepted It 


The citj issued 
$4000 of library 


bonds, at four per cent., and running 
five, six and seven years. 
If this 


$2400 was used for the purchase of 
a lotlHj one of the most important 
and -central locations In the city. Thf 
balance, $1600, was added to Mr. 
Carnegie's $15,000 and used in. *he 
construction1 of the building. Pri- 
vate citizens, who wei* so Interested 
that they wanted certain things done 
in tlie construction 
donated about 


$1400 additional in cash, and when. 
Col. Church of Pittsburg, a warm per- 
sonal friend of Mr. Carnegie, saw the 
buildmg and reported ihow well the 
money had been expended, Mr. Car- 
negie was so delighted that hVsent 
his check for an additional $2000 en- 
tirely unsolicited. 


Thus a total of $20,000 was spent 


for th- building and $2400 for 
the 


site. - 


The building Is constructed 
of 


granite, colored pressed 
brick with 


stone trimmings and has a red tile, 
roof, with copper cornices. It was 
built by A. Castell & Co., of Cantou, 
O., bemg begun October 1, 1903 and 
dedicated May 5, 190-i, with GOT. 
Herrick and other celebreties present. 


A public library 
was started Jn 


about 1897 by ladies of the W. C. T. 
U. and for years existed in upstairs 
rooms in business blocks* 


JusXP.efore Mr,Jgajnegie's gift, it 


had been well located in a commod- 
ious hall centrally located for several 
years, and was doing well. Since en- 
tering the new buildmg, rowever, 
the daily patronage has 
increased 


more than 800 per cent, and the li- 
brary now boasts of more than 7000 
volumes, exceedingly well 
balanced 


and up to date. The library is par- 
ticularly strong on American history* 


It is in charge of a board of trus- 


tees consisting of F. E. Pomerene, 
president; R. C. Snyder, secretary; 
M. Q. Baker, H. R. McCurdy, Stoke- 
ly Fisher and John Hay. One librarian 
and one assistant are employed. In 
the basement are a neatly furnished 
club room, where the women's clubs 
of the city hold their regular meet- 
Ings, a museum, and store rooms. 
The main floor holds the book racks, 
reading rooms, board 
room, cloak 


rooms, etc. And the whole upper 
floor is converted into an assembly 
room with seating capacity for" about 
300. 
All these 
club and assembly 


rooms are constantly used, without 
charge, and the libr»ry is the pbpular 
center for. all literary, musical and 
kindred organizations. 


While the city started its appropri- 


ation at $1500 annually (and .by the 
way, it gave no bond to Mr. Carnegie 
to do that—simply accepting his gift 
with that understanding), 
yet so 


pleased has everyone been, that the 
appropriation has gradually increas- 
ed, as the city's tax valuation increas- 
ed, and this year the appropriation'^ 
close to $2400. Much of this Is used 
for the purchase of new books and 
each year the board gives a big picnic 
that the whole town attends, and 
realizes from $500 to $800, all of 
which is used 
in the 
purchase of 


books. 


MARION LIBRARY 


Now In Xew BaiMUng Provided by 


Andrew Carnegie—It Started In 


the Year 1887. 


Marion, O.. April 25.—Marion's 


public library originated in a me- 
chanics* library—a subscription li- 
brary for the benefit of shopment— 
in 1887. 


In ISfll a movement was started 


to form a public library and the me- 
chanics" library was turned over to 
the town council. 


The ladies, who bad a little sub- 


scription library of their own, took 
up the matter and gave entertain- 
ments 
Rooms were rented, trustees 


appointed, and a librarian with a 
salary was employed. Several years 
ago a promise for $25.000 was ob- 
tained from Mr Carnegie wSth which 
to build a town library, but on ac- 
count of opposition, the needed sup- 
port from the town could not be ob- 
tained.
